To 
properly raise the future citizens, tc 
make them useful members of our 
free country, is the aim of our de- 
partment. Our programme will be 
based upon the modern ideas for 
training children under public 
school age and with this purpose.

Institutions previously un- 
der the control of severa] charitable 
organizations will now be placed un- 
der our supervision, excepting, of 
course, schools which remain with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Ministry 
of Education.”

In’ the streets of Stanisiau there 
were stubborn bayonet engagements.

HOLD BRUSSILOFF’S LINE. 

[3¥ ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

PETROGRAD, July 25.—The 
present line of the southwestern 
front is approximately that occu- 
pied after Gen. Brussiloff’s drive last 
summer, except before Tarnopol, 
where the enemy succeeded in push- 
ing further into Russian territory. 
The fate of the latter town was vir- 
tually decided, with the Germans 
holding the suburb fust across the 
Sereth River, within ‘easy gun 
range. 

The Germans chose the function 
point of the Seventh and Fleventh 
armies for beginning their offensive, 
the first blow being struck between 
Zboroff and Pebako, am a twenty- 
mile front. Without great effort. as 
is admitted in the Russian official 
communications, they pursued their 
advance to the line of the Sereth. 
This uncovering of the Russian po- 
sitions south of Tarnopol forced a 
retiremenf all along the diagonal 
line southwestward, cutting the 
Strypa and Zlota Lipa to Halicz and 
the Lomnica. The Russians have 
heen obliged to retire to the right 
bank of the latter river, and Halicz 
is seriously threatened, with a pros- 
pect of a further retirement to the 
original Russian positions east of 
Stanisiau. occupied before Gen. 
Bruesiloff's advance. 

One of the first results has been 
a general agitation for the restora- 
tion of the death penalty for insub- 
ordination in the army and “(for 
treasonable conduct on the part of 
agitators.

PUBLIC OPINION 
RULING RUSSIA. 


Alarming ‘Appearances Should 
be Discounted Here, 


Psychology of Situation is 
Explained by Boynton. 


[BY A P. CORRESPONDENCE ) 

NEW YORK, July 19.—Russia, 
as now constituted, is as little likely 
to make a separate peaco as is the 
United States, in the opinion of C. 
H. Boynton of New York, prest- 
dent of the American-Russian 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Boynton, 
who is now in Petrograd, has for- 
warded to the organization of 
which he is president, a statement 


on the conditions in Russia, in 
which he presents an optimistic 
View of the Russian outlook. Wher- 
ever separate peace has been mén- 
tioned, it has been howled down | 
with indignation, he writes. Efforts 
made by the Russian extremists to 
create disorders have been over- 
thrown not by armed force but by 
the force of public opinion: “If in 
the future appearances in Russia 
should seem alarming,’ Mr. Boynton 


in the hands of a ministry com- 
posed of the best Russia can offer.” 
He predicted that the task of re- 
organizing the government's  poli- 
cles will be accomplished before 
many months. 

Industrial operations, according 
to Mr. Boynton, would at present 
meet insurmountable obstacles ow- 
ing to the requirements of the war; 
but declared that American capital 
and merchants interested in the 
Russian field should lose no time 
in preparing and equipping them- 
selves for the huge commercial 
business which, in his opinion, is 
certain to be coincident with the end 
of the war. Mr. Boynton’'s statement 
follows: 

SITUATION MADE CLEAR. 

“That one may have a fair and 
just appreciation of the events 
which have taken and are yet to 
take place in Russia, it is necessary 
to understand the psychology of the 
situation. <A nation under a rule 
of absoluge autocracy for centuries 
suddenly found itself an absolute 
democracy. Almost overnight auto- 
cratic Russia became the most lib- 
eral democracy in the world. Lib- 
erty, freedom and equality were pro- 
claimed and political exiles and agi- 
tators were admitted within her bor- 
ders from wherever arriving. A 
nation that had not dared to ex- 
press its individual feelings or opin- 
ions, elther in writing or in speech, 
was released from all restraint. 
Years of repressed ideas and senti- 
ments were able to find full vent. 

“The government has allowed 
every phase of political discussion, 
and even that of such an extremist 
as Lenine, to proceed without tnter- 
ference and refuse’ every sugges- 
tion of repression. If, under these 
circumstances, there should be a 
bable of conflicting opinions and 
some fanatic agitation, it is not only 
understandable, but indeed quite 
natural, The wisdom of the policy 
of permitting unrestricted assem- 
blage and discussion was evidenced 
in the quick stamping out of an- 
archistic preaching by the power of 
public opinion. 


NO PLANNED REVOLUTION. 


“This was no planned nor even 
organized revolution. It was a spon- 
taneous outburst of dissatisfaction 
and resentment against existing 
rule so unanimous that an empire 
became a democracy with the least 
bloodshed that ever overturned a 
long-established reign. Keep straight 
before you the fact that this has 
been a political revolution. The 
problems now confronting the gov- 
ernment are both social and politi- 
cal. Social evolution must follow po- 
litical revolution. In a nation 
huge and of such diversified intere 
ests time, courage and patience must 
be allowed for clear understanding 
and adjustment. The marvel is that 
with restraint and control absolutely 
removed disorder has been so in- 
consequential 

‘The possibilities from the dan- 
gere of disorganization were enor- 
mous, especially as many criminals 
were set at liberty: and yet, there 
has been no vandalism and no in- 
vasion of personal rights, except the 
few local instances located in the 
center of violence during the days 
of the actual revolution. The self- 
restraint and moderation shown by 
the entire nation is the best tribute 
to its sobriety, solidarity and rea- 
sonableness, and the best promise 
of what the future has in atore. Th 
RusBian people are naturally home- 
loving and of peaceful disporition. 
They are neither arrogant nor quar- 
relsome. Agitators may temporarily 
cloud their point of view by misrep- 
resentation and selfish design, but 
just as certainly they will return to 
their normal psychology. j 

DEMONSTRATIONS, 


“To understand the demonstra- 
tion of May 4, which on Its surface 
looked menacing and grave, it must 
be kept in mind that tn Russia such 
demonstrations are the only method 
by which popular opinion can find 
expression. There has been no suf- 
frage and therefore the ballot was 
represented by so-called demonstra- 
tions. Whatever further occurences 
of this sort take place must be so 
interpreted. On the day of the 
2ist, (May 8, Gregorian calendar) 
when the government took its posi- 
tive stand against the extremists, 
it was possible to see in these demon- 
strations the quick turn in public 
sentiment. Within two hours after 
the anti-government parade passed 
up the Nevsky the streets were 
filled with cheering supporters of 
the government, and the. effort of 
the extremists to create disorders 
was quickly overthrown, not by 
armed force, but by the force of 
public opinion. The Soldiers’ and 
Workmen's Deputies denied respon- 
sibility for the agitation and investi- 
gation proved that the whole move- 
ment came from agitators with 
ulterior motives. The result has 
been wholesome and a decided 
strengthening of the government's 
position. 

“It should not be overlooked that 
these digorders were local and that 
the nation at large, so enormous in 
territory, quietly pursued its ordi- 
nary vocations. Since that day 
there has not been the elightest @is- 
turbance oor demonstration any- 
where. A recent meeting of the 
Governors representing nearly all 
European Russia showed that the 
nation at large supported the 
provisional government.

VALUE OF BRITISH . 
ARMY PURCHASES. 
[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. ] 
LONDON, July 15.—<According tc 
official statistics, the value of pur- 
chases for the army during the war 
has exceeded 700,000,000 pounds 
sterling, including 200,000,000 
pounds on behalf of Great Britain's 
allies. The present annual value of 
purchases is about 350,000,000 
pounds, including 100,000,000 
pounds for the Allies. 
Following are some purchases 
made during the war: 
Cloth, 105,000,000 yards; flannel, 
116,000,000 yards; knives, forks and 
spoons, 325,000,000; bacon, 400,000,- 
000 pounds; cheese, 167,000, 
pounds; jam, 260,000,000 tins; pre- 
served meat, 600,000,000 rations; 
boots, 35,000,000 pairs; smoke hel- 
mets, 25,000,000; horseshoes, 40,- 
000,000. 
The army contracts department 
utilizes three methods of purchase 
for these huge supplies; competi- 
tive tendering, requisition of output, 
and control of material. Skilled in- 
vestigators are employed to visit. 
contractors’ works and check de- 
tails, and their investigation results 
in considerable savings. In one in-’ 
stance on a twelve-months’ contract 
totalling 8,500,000 pounds sterling, 
reductions were made amounting to 
400,000 pounds.

ANADA HOUSE 
FOR INCOME TAX. 


COMMONS IS UNANIMOUS FOR 
GOVERNMENT PROPOSAL, 


Incomes of Unmarried Men 
Above $2000 and of Married Men 
Above $3000 Must Pay 4 Per 
Cent.—War Expenditures of Do- 
minion up to Date $623,000,000,

OTTAWA (Ont.) July 25.—Gov- 
ernment proposals for an income 
tax were adopted unanimously by 
the House of Commons today. This 
is the first time such a tax has 
been applied to Canada federally. 
Incomes of unmarried men above 
$2000 and incomes of married men 
above $3000 are taxed 4 per cent. 
In addition there is provision for a 
superior tax ranging up to 25 
cent. on incomes above $100,000. 

For corporations and joint stock 
companies the income tax is 4 per 
cent. on incomes above $3000. The 
supertax does not apply to them. 
Finance Minister White estimated 
that he would get from $15,000,000 
to $20,000,000 at least from the new 
measure. 

Incomes from shares in American 
companies are liable for taxation 
less the amount of the American in- 
come taxation. American, British 
and foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in Canada are taxed upon in- 
come from Canadian business only. 

The total war expenditure of Can- 
ada to July 20, 1917, was given as 
$623,000,000. 


RESTRICT SWEDISH | 
MARRIED WOMEN.

STOCKHOLM, July 15.—The tol- 
erably complete emancipation of 
woman under the Swedish law does 
not extend to permitting a married 
woman to sit on a jury, although 
single women may do 60, according 
to the decision of the Appellate 
Court of Stockholm, which sent 
back to the court of first instance 
for retrial a case in which the wife 
of a Riksdag member sat on the 
jury. Married women, says the Ap- 
pellate Court, are subject to their 
husbands’ guardianship to a degree 
disqualifying them for jury service. 


SAILORS DESCRIBE 
ATTACK ON CONVOY.

HALIFAX (N. 8.) July 25.-— 
British sallors arriving here today, 
who claim to have been among crews

WASHINGTON, July 25. — Plans 
for reorganizing the government 
war purchasing system probably will 
be adopted finally Friday by the 
Council of National Defense. Presi- 
dent Wilson is understood to have 
approved the proposal. 

The plans call for a rearrange- 
ment of the council's committee 
system and creation of a war indus- 
tries board with civilian and mill- 
tary members. The civilians will be 
men who are interested in no par- 
ticular industry and their powers 
will be solely advisory. The mill- 
tary members, representing thé 
quartermaster’s department of the 
Army and Navy Bureau of Supplies, 
will do the actual purchasing. 

The various committees will] cen- 
ter in the War Industries Board and 
no longer will be directly under 
members of the council, to keep in 
closer touch with activities, and will 
leave members of the advisory com- 
mission free to pursue their special 
lines of work. | 

The War Industries Board will 
absorb the General Muegitions Board 
and the committees on raw supplies 
and finished products. This indi- 
cates that at least three of the civil- 
flan members of the new board will 
be Bernard Baruch, chairman of the 
Raw Materials Committee; Juliue 
Rosenwald, chairman of the Fin- 
ished Products Committee, and 
Frank Scott, chairman of the mu- 
nitions board.

Disaster at New Wayerford Col- 
liery is Worst in History of Cape 
Breton Mining—Several Rescuers 
are Overcome by Gas—Others 
Become Temporarily Insanc. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
SYDNEY (C. B.) July 25 y- 
two miners were killed by an ex- 
plosion in the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany’s No. 12 colliery at New Way- 
erford today. Thirty-two bodies 
had been recovered late tonight. 

The disaster was the worst in the 
“history of Cape Breton mining. Mis- 
firing of the first shot after the 
miners entered the pit was reported 
responsible. 
~ The explosion occurred at No. 6 
landing, where sixty of the 260 men 
in the mine were working. Most of 
the miners on that landing were 
killed. At No, 7 landing the rescue 
party found eight more bodies and 
a large number of injured. 

Several rescuerae were overcome 

by the gas, which made many min- 
ers temporarily insane. 
. Among the heroes was Jack Mc- 
Kenzie, a boy, who responded to the 
first call for help. He went down 
to No. 6 landing and worked there 
until he was forced to return to the 
surface. After recovering somewhat 
from the gas, he returned to his 
work among the injured and dead. 
This time he was sent to the sur- 
face unconscious and he died while 
being carried to a hoepital.

WAR QUESTION TO BRING THE 
ISHII MISSION TO AMERICA, 


Far Eastern Visitors Probably 
will Submit to Washington Gov- 
ernment Willingness and Readi- 
ness to Substitute Japanese for 
American Naval Force in Patrol, 


(BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE } 

TOKIO, July 21.—Viscount Kiku- 
jiro Ishii and other Japanese, speak- 
ing authoritatively, have laid stress 
on the point that the forthcoming 
visit of the Ishii mission to the 
United States has no relation to the 
recent action of the American gov- 
ernment in sending a note to China. 
The mission is purely connected with 
the operations of the war, it is ex- 
plained. ; 

The idea of the mission’s creation 
came into being long before the in- 
cident over the American note and 
negotiations concerning it arose. If 
political questions concerning China 
and the Far Fast generally are dis- 
cussed they will arise incidentally. 

Viscount Ishil probably willl sub- 
mit to the Washington government 
Japan's willingness and readiness to 
substitute Japanese warships for the 
American naval force now itn the Pa- 
cific Ocean, including those making 
up the Asiatic fleet, with headquar- 
ters at Manila. The underlying idea 
is that Japan, taking up the task of 
protecting American territory and 
interests in the Pacific, the Amer!i- 
can fleet would be free to transfer 
to the Atlantic Ocean, where it 
would be more useful. 

A strong movement tn favor of 
Viscount Ishii taking up the Chinese 
question has arisen tn Japan. The 
press generally has been urging that 
the present offers an excellent op- 
portunity for a frank exchange of 
views with the American authorities. 

The Japanese have claimed that 
they have a special position in China 
which is based upon considerations 
of racial similarity, geographical 
proximity and economic approach- 
ment.

MRS. MOONEY 
IS ACQUITTED 


Jury Says not Guilty After 
Fifty-one Hours. 


Cheers and Applause in Court 


as Verdict is Given. 

Other Indictments Pending but 
Retrial is Uncertain.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—Mrs. 

Rena Mooney, one of five defend- 

ants in the murder cases growing 


out of the bomb explosion here last 
summer, and which have excited 


world-wide interest, was acquitted 


Jate today. After a trial that lasted | 
nine and one-half weeks, the jury | 
deliberated fifty-one hours before | 
reaching its verdict of “not guilty.” | 
Seven other indictments are pending | 
against Mrs: Mooney, but it is un- 
certain, according to  Dist.-Atty. 
Charles M. Fickert, whether she 
will be tried again. 

Thomas J, Mooney, her husband, 
and Warren K. Billings have been 
convicted and sentenced, respective- 
ly, to death and life imprisonment. 
Both have appealed. Israel Wein- 
berg and Edward A. Nolan, . the 
other defendants, remain to be 
tried. 

“The bomb cases are at end,” de- 
clared Thomas O’Connor of Mrs. 
Mooney’s counsel. “The next trial 
will be that of Oxman.” ‘Frank C. 
Oxman, an Oregon cattleman, is

VERDICT SURPRISES STATE. 


“I am surprised at the verdict.” 
said Dist.-Atty. Fickert, who, with 
his assistant, Louis Ferrari, prose- 
cuted Mrs. Mooney. “We expected 
the jury to disagree.” Ferrari left 
the citv yesterday. 

As the foreman announced the 
verdict Mrs. Mooney, a comely 
young music teacher, jumped from 
her seat and kissed each juror. 
Friends, relatives and her  attor- 
neys showered her with congratula- 
tions, 

Mrs. Israel Weinberg fainted 
when the verdict was announced. 
Cheering and handclapping by a 
number of the —. spectators was 
stopped by bailiffs and the court- 
room was cleared. As the jurors 
filed out women relatives of the va- 
rious bomb defendants seized and 
kissed their hands.

Attorneys for the defense sent a 
telegram to Bourke Cockran, the 
New York lawyer who defended 
Thomas Mooney, advising him of the 
verdict. 

ANOTHER ONE UP SOON. 


That one of the other bomb de- 
fendants soon will be brought to 
trial waa indicated by Dist.-Atty. 
Fickert. He said he hadn't decided 
which one it will be. In addition to 
the five wcriginal defendants, Alex- 
ander Berkman, editor of the Blast, 
an anarchist publication, which was 
quoted in Mrs. Mooney’s trial, re- 
cently was indicted for murder in 
connection with the bomb explosion. 
Rerkman is now under sentence of 
two years imprisonment in the Hast 
for obstructing the operation of the 
selective draft. 

“Our fallure to convict Mrs. 
Mooney in this case,” Fickert said, 
“ia similar to our other experiences 
in prosecuting women. Jurors hesi- 
tate to convict a woman, particular- 
ly if she is charged with first degree 
murder.” |

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.— 
Ralph P. Merritt, comptroller of the 
State University, went to work here 
today as personal representative in 
California of Herbert C. Hoover, na- 
tional food administrator. His first 
announcement was that food ad- 
ministration of the State will be un- 
dertaken through existing agencies, 
which he believes to be thoroughly 
effective for the purpose. His first 
meeting will be with representatives 
lof women's organizations because, 
p he said, the women of the State 
either conserve or waste 90 per cent. 
of the food products used in the 
State. 

“On Friday at Los Angeles there 
will be a meeting of the women 
members. of the State Council of 
Defense, the women members of 
the National Council of Defense, and 
representatives of other organiza- 
tions through which the women are 
working,” he said. 
way to reach women is through their 
own organizations.” 

Much .canning information, Mr 
Merritt said, will be placed within 
reach of every woman in_the State. 
How to make war bread that every- 
one will want to eat—in fact, a 
whole set of enticing menus—vwill 
be laid down at the door of every 
woman who signs the food ad- 
ministrator’s pledge card. This card 
reads: 

“Tl am glad to join you In the 
service of food conservation for our 
‘nation, and I hereby accept mém- 
bership in the United States food 
administration, pledging myself to 
earry out the directions and advice 
of the food administrator in my

LABOR LEADERS 
ENJOY STRIKE. 


They Say it is One Hundred 
Per Cent. Complete. 


Five Thousand Men, Mostly 
Aliens, are Idle. 


Miners are Assured of an 
_ Early, Sure Victory. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

CLIFTON (Ariz.) July 24.—With- 
in this district the strike remains 
what the labor-union leaders refer 
to with pride as “100 per cent. com- 
plete,” with 5000 men in idleness for 
an indefinite period. Most of these 
men are Mexicans, largely alien. 
There are many Spaniards and Ital- 
ians, but very few Slavs. The 
Americans generally are engineers, 
machinists and mechanics. As a 
whole, the striking miners seem 
very well satisfied with the situation. 
By their leaders they are assured of 
an early victory. They work not, yet 
are ted. Truck loads of provisions 
are distributed among them daily, 
from a local business house, which 
ie said to have received a déposit of 
$15,000, on account, from the un- 
ions. Though the firm happens to 
have a German name, the money is 
declared to have been accumulated 
in dues from the union members, 
gathered against a time of need such 
as this. In all, there appears to be 
a euspicious abundance of money for 
the financing of the strike or for the 
support of the men who have re- 
fused to get out any more copper. 
There is no evidence of need, even 
among the people who habitually are 
needful. 

According to one local business 
man, “The strike really came about 
from too much, rather than too lit- 
tle, money. Never in their lives had 
the Mexicans been making what 
they had. Without the saving in- 
stinct, they simply didn’t know what 
to do with a full week’s wages and 
so they chose to lay off whenever 
they chose. Two days a week would 
evrstain them. And they became a 
bit arrogant. They wanted to run 
the mines themselves and refused to 
obey orders. They “soldiered’’ on 
their job and got out only half as 
much ore per man as they had be- 
fore, at lower wages, under identical 
mines conditions. In brief, they be- 
haved like children. Personally, I 
believe they would have struck had 
they been getting $20 a day.” 

IGNORANCE. 


It is told that the strike had been 
three days old before the mass of 
strikers knew that the Arizona Cop- 
per and Shannon companies had giv- 
en an advance of 60 cents a day, 
bringing wages practically up tothe 
Miami scale then demanded. The 
Detroit company “stood pat” and 
still maintains that attitude. Sur- 
face men, doing laborers’ work, thus 
had been raised to $4.10 a day and 
miners to from $4.50eo $5. 

The workers other than Mexican 
have shown. evidences of prosperity. 
The banks and postal savings have 
filled with deposited money since the 
last return to work, following the 
long strike. There have been no 
saloons and even bootlegging has 
been kept down by an active Sheriff. 
Aw tn other Arizona camps, resort 
has been had to investment in the 
many development mining companies 
that have offered stock for sale. Of 
ene thing there may be assurance-—~ 
behind the strike there was no driv- 
ing power of necessity. 

There is much reference by Prest- 
Gent Donnelly of the State Federa- 
tlon to the fact that the Clifton dis- 
trict strike is not an I.W.W. affair, 
but one instituted and maintained by 
the regular unions, who here are to 
meet next month [In annual State 
session. The result appears to be 
about the same, whatever the name 
it goes by. At the Courthouse it has 
been estimated that among the more 
active agitators of the district are 
about 300 I.W.W. A short time be- 
fore the strike, a score or more of 
them were “vagged” by Sheriff 
Slaughter and “floated,” as having 
no visible means of support. 

WELL ARMED. 

Tt is believed the strikers are well 
armed. An interesting feature has 
been the seizure of many rifles from 
strikers who have been “hunting” 
in the near-by hills. It happens 
that the only “large game” in this 
locality is range cattle. In the for- 
mer strike, meat wanted to feed the 
found on the hills, 
at the expense of small cattlemen, 
many of whom were badly hurt 
financially by the raids. Little of 
the sort is being done now. No 
store is permitted to sell arms or 
ammunition, without presentation of 
an order from the Sheriff. Guns 
seized are on receipt for surrender 
“after the war.” 

The mining companies are guard- 
ing their own property, something 
not permitted in the last strike, when 
company workmen were not allowed 
in the concentrators to preserve the 
equipment. The only power plant 
now operating is that of the Ari- 
zona Copper Company, at its new 
smelter below Clifton. This plant 
furnishes Nght and ordinary power 
for Cliftom, Morenci and Metcalf and 
for the’ operation of pumps on the 
Detroit mines of the Phelps-Dodge 
company at Morenci. This purpping 
was not permitted in the last strike 
and its considered not particularly 
essential. No repairs are being 
made nor is there any semblance of 
preparation against a possible time 
of operation in the future. Yet 
there is no disorder. Particularly, 
there has been no “running out” of 
nonunion men, a favorite diversion 
during the last strike. 

PEPPERY SHERIFF. 

The improved civic conditions un- 
doubtedly are mainly due to the 
character of the Sheriff who took 
office In January. Sheriff. Slaugh- 
ter is a little fellow of peppery sort, 
an Eastern Texan, whose hand ap- 
pears to drop naturally upon a pils- 
tol butt and who may be depended 
upon to keep the peace till person- 


idle often was 


ally overloaded with lead. He has} 


a small force of deputies of stanch 
sort and can get more from the 
ranchers and cowmen of the Dun- 
can and Guthrie section if the local 
supply runs out. He has put a ban 
on outside méetings and processions 
and has demanded prior notification 
of all demonstrations. He summarily 
stopped a funeral procession of 
about 300 strikers which had not 
been reported to his office. There 
was some indignation over the ac- 
tion, but later it was learned that 
it had been arranged to “try him 
out.” 

There can be no prophecy of value 
concerning the date of the end of 
The strikers only mane 


have received news p 


themselves to the effect that Federal 
troops will not interfere with them 
and seem more inclined to take the 
upper hand than ever before. But 
real trouble is not to be expected 
till the maintenance found runs out. 
It is not expected that the com- 
Panies will precipitate disturbances 
by the importation of strikebreakers, 
if such are to be had anywhere in 
the West. Indeed, the attitude of 
the corporations seems one of dis- 
gust, rather than of resentment. The 
Shannon only lately has been able 
to make any money at all, for it has 
the largest cost percentage of any 
large property in the State. The 
Arizona company’s stock mainly is 
owned in Scotland, where the war 
taxes are gaid to have eaten up 
about all dividends that have been 
received for the past two years. So, 
save from purely patriotic motives, 
the British stockholders can view 
with equanimity the loss of divi- 
dénds they have not been permitted 
to retain. The Phelps-Dodge com- 
pany, which had tried its usual 
philanthropic methods itn Morenci, 
as in Bisbee, has been disgusted with 
the labor situation for some time 
past and its highest officers declare 
the operation of the Detroit mines, 
cencentrators and smelter will be 
resumed only when it can pick fits 
own workmen and enforce its own 
rules, 

A number of business men inter- 
viewed express belief that 80 per 
cent. of the men now out would be 
giad to go back, if they could be 
relieved of their fear of actual vio- 
lence in such contingency. But no 
such feeling is on the surface just 
now. There may be help when 
Concillator Myers gets here, for he 
may persuade the union men that 
their duty lies In keeping up produc- 
tion, as advised by the Secretary of 
Labor and the President. But this 
is not at all likely. The strike still 
is popular among a class that can 
endure a large quantity of rest. On 
the other hand, the company mana- 
gers state they have offered the most 
they will and that their mines will 
remain forever idle rather than re- 
sume under the helter-skelter con- 
ditions that latterly have been 
known.

RUSSIAN WOMEN

They were 
drilled under the instructions of a 
male sergeant of the Kolynsky regi 
ment.

lie, informing themselves of the re- 
quirements of the Russian trade in 
all its details, obtaining knowledge 
of the people and their language, in 
order to facilitate negotiations and 
thereby equip themselves for the 
huge commercial] business which is 
certain to be coincident with the 
close of the war. Those who neglect 
to take advantage of the present for 
these preliminary steps will find that 
when the war is ended others who 
have done so will have a decided ad- 
vantage and the field will be oc- 
cnpied by these and others who are 
nearer Russian mar- 
REDRAFTING LAWS. 


“The new government is redraft- 
ing laws relating to finance, trade 
and industry in such a way as to fa- 
cilitate the rapid economic develop- 
ment of Russia and allow broad ex- 
pansion of her commercial and in- 
dustrial life. Russia opens her arms 
to serious business men whose object 
is not traffic in concessions, but ac- 
tual development and production, 
and for such her terms are sure to 
be liberal. 

“America occupties a fortunate po- 
sition in relation to the people of 
this nation who have been sentimen- 
tally touched by the evidence of 
American friendship, and our quick 
recognition of the new government. 
President Wilson's address to Con- 
gress, in which he set forth Amer- 
ica’s attitude toward the war, has 
been recognized as practically ex- 
pressing the same views as are held 
by the provisional government, and 
Tzeretelli, who is one of the leaders 
of the left, emphatically dented to 
the Douma that his party was con- 
sidering separate peace, and stated 
that it was an outrage against pa- 
triotic men to attempt to place up- 
on them the burden of such a po- 
sition.

Howells of the Public T'tilities 
Commission laid before the commis- 
sion resumes of the legislation and 
investigations undertaken by this 
city in attempting to regulate bus 
traffic, and there were also reports 
and suggestions by officials of other 
cities, as well as a comprehensive 
statement of the county’s work on 
this line, made by Deputy County 
Counsel Faries. 

Mr. Faries told of conditions that 
had been discovered when the coun- 
ty undertook to regulate interurban 
bus lines. He stated that in some 
instances the cars were used for 
the transportation of liquors, the 
carrying of people for immoral pur- 
poses, and were operated co-jointly 
with gambling games. 

There were many sidelights on 
the business. Evidence sho that 
certain busses operated only when 
the traffic was good, and then were 
pulled off to run on other lines 
where the drivers thought they saw 
a chance to pick up loads, and 
that in some towns the congestion 
of busses on the pubiic streets, in 
idle times, and the actions of their 
drivers, were sources of trouble. 
The internal troubles of the busmen 
themselves also were freely aired. 

The problems passed up to the 
commission may be slightly sur- 
mised by some of the queries pro- 
pounded to that body yesterday by 
bus line operators: “Can we give 
passes? Can the commission stop 
the present making of several rates 
on one line? We are required to 
carry sixty pounds of bags ; can 
its form or size be regulated? Can 
a passenger bus carry trailers? Can 
bus lines trade tickets? Must those 
bus lines that were in operation be- 
fore May 1, but which have not 
made the proper reports, show 
‘cause and convenience’ before they 
are permitted to proceed with their 
business? Can some arrangement 
be made with the State to bond the 
concerns? If pyblished rates are 
not followed, what penalty will be 
attached? Will, the commission 
provide inspectors for the cars? Will 
concerns be required to refund pay- 
ment on unused tickets?”

carrier for compensation over any 
public highway in this State be- 
tween fixed termini or over a reg- 
ular route and not operating exclu- 
sively within the limits of an in- 
corporated city or town or of a city 
and county.” 

BONDS WORTHLESS. 

While city jitbus owners are re- 
quired to give bond as to protection 
to pedestrians and their patrons, it 
has been discovered that in some 
instances the bonds are not worth 
the paper upon which they are 
written. This statement was made 
yesterday by Councilman Farmer, 
and he moved that the City Clerk 
Place -before the Public Utilities 
Committee all matters on file tn re- 
lation to such bonds or policies of 
anes so they can be* investi- 
gated. 


“I am speaking from a personal 
standpoint, more or less,”" said Mr. 
Farmer. “One of my relatives was 
permanently injured by a jitney bus, 
and when we took up the matter of 
collecting damages we found that 
the bond under which the bus !s op- 
erated is worthless. This is not fair 
to the public, neither is it fair to 
the fithus men.

FIXING PUZZLES. 
» Price-fixing by the government has its 
complications. It has been announced in- 
fermaliy that in fixing prices for manufac- 
tured products fair profits must be allowed, 
based on production costs to be ascertained 
by the Federal Trade Commission. Even 
though the government may regard 10 per 
cent. as the limit of fair profits—and it has 
ig many instances indicated a willingness 
<6 allow that much—there must be kept in 
mind the fact that production is being speed- 
ef up to capacities heretofore unknown, and 
that even 10 per cent. profit on a multi- 
plied volume of business might conceivably, 
for the Steel Corporation, for example, mean 
earnings on its stock of many times 10 per 
cent. because of the more rapid turnover. 
Again, production costs for the same com: 
modity vary greatly in different plants. The 
emall manufacturer cannot produce as eco- 
nomically as the well-organized larze cor- 
poration. The government cannot discrim- 
ipate as to the prices it will pay between 
the large and the small manufacturer; and 
# if allow the small manufacturer what ts 
@ reasonable profit for him, the same price 
fér the same product will in most cases 
mean a larger profit for the larger concern.

LOW UP! 

No recent tragedy has touched more 
deeply the hearts of the people of Southern 
California than the automobile wreck at the 
harbor district Tuesday evening, wherein 
the lives of four people were taken in the 
twinkling of an eye and a fourth occupant 
of thé car was so seriously injured that 
death will probably result. : 

Rev. Jesse P. McKnight, pastor of the 
Wilshire-boulevard Christian Church, was 
one of the victims, the others being the 
pastor's wife, Mrs. Helen Smyser McKnight; 
her sister, Miss Willy Smyser, and Attorney 
George R. Duncan. Mrs. Carrie M. Smyser, 
mother of Mrs. McKnight, was desperately 
injured but may recover. 

Four dead and one maimed for life! A 
motor ride on a beautiful summer's night, a 

lroad crossing, an instant’s carelessness 
on the part of the driver, perhaps, or failure 
to “Stop, Look and Listen,” a crash as a 
switch engine struck the car, and five man- 
gled bodies by the roadside. 

On scores of occasions one, two, three or 
more persons have been killed in or near 
Los Angeles in a similar manner. Thou- 
sands of persons out for a motor ride have 
met death in much the same way, in various 
parts of the world. Warning signs have 
been put up. Newspapers and magazines 
have combined in an effort to preach the 
gospel of safe and sane driving. Commis- 
sions have been formed with “Safety First” 

—as their slogan. Everything, it would seem, 
has been done to awaken motorists to their 
ever-present danger, but still the tragedies 
pile up. 

In this case, as in many others, there is 
no evidence to prove that the car was be- 
ing driven at a rapid speed, but the fact 
that the car was driven onto the track, dl- 
‘rectly in front of the engine, is—proof that 
at the moment it was going too rapidly. 

Thirty miles an hour on a country boule 
vard, with a clear road ahead and no tracks 
to cross, may be considered a safe speed, 
but thirty miles an hour inside of the city 
limits is altogether too fast. 

Likewise, twenty miles an hour on a city 
street, between crossings, might be constd- 
ered a reasonable and safe speed, but twen- 
ty miles over a street crossing in the down- 
town district is so dangerous that ordi- 
nances have been passed to prevent such 
recklessness. There, according to traffic of- 


ficers, a speed of eight miles an hour is 


none too slow. 
Safe speed, then, is a matter of location 


{ largely, and even eight miles an hour is tod 


fast when crossing a railroad track, unless 
the driver knows the way is clear. 

It takes an instant to slow up. It may 
take a moment to “Stop, Look and Listen.” 
It might require a loss of two minutes to 
set the brakes, walk ahead and see if the 
road is clear, return to the car and drive 
“safely on.” Two minutes’ time, at the 
most, and one or more lives saved! Isn't it 
worth it? Does the occasion ever arise, un- 
less it be when the driver is on a life-and- 
death mission, that circumstances justify 
crossing a partly or wholely-obscured track, 
without stopping to ascertain whether a 
train is in sight or the way is clear? 

Slow up! Don't speed, even in the open 
country. Don’t speed in crossing city 
streets. Don't speed in the business dis- 
trict. And, above all, don’t speed or even 
drive slowly across a railroad track unless 
you KNOW the way is clear. | 

The time may come when all raflroad 
crossings will be safe, when grade cross- 
ings will be eliminated; but in the mean- 
time there is absolutely no way of prevent- 
ing accidents like the one of Tuesday night 
unless the drivers “Slow Up!” No way of 
knowing whether a train is approaching 
unless the driver sees or hears it and gov- 
erns himself accordingly. 

Slow up! Slow up on all crossings, raifl- 
road or street crossings! Slow up! 


EACE AND PROSPERITY. 

Should a peace conference meet to- 
morrow, and should terms satisfactory to 
all countries through some mighty mani- 
festation of statesmanship be signed by a 
democratized world —and, in addition to 
this, should a plan to enforce universal 
peace, such as has already been drafted, be 
finally adopted by the combined civilized 
powers, such rejoicing and relief, such 
paeans of praise and thanksgiving, such a 
mingling of tears and jiaughter would follow 
as this old globe has never known before. 

An earnest desire for the cOnclusion of 
the war, a divine prayer for an unbreakable 
future peace is the one burning sentiment 
in the heart of every true man and woman. 
Whatever the cost, give us peace! Give 
us a peace not of glass, but of granite! 

And yet, when that peace does come, hu- 
manity at the very start will have to pay 
a heavier cost for the rage and ruin of the 
world than it is now paying. 

Peace and prosperity—brain and heart 
and soul love. to murmur the words in 
unison, no two sentiments sound more 
pleasantly together. Moreover the two are 
children of one parent. And yet, when the 
peace we are praying for at last sits firmly 
again on the throne of civilization, it will 
for some time prove a hard taskmaster, 
while it has to discipline back into the 
paths of usefulness forces and energies and 
genius too long devoted to the cause of 
destruction. 

Everyone at the start might as well bear 
this in mind lest the first results of peace 


‘restored appear to be disappointing. For 


the immediate effects of peace will not be 
to replenish all larders, to feed all hungry 
mouths and to set business booming at a 
stroke of the pen down a path of gold to the 
furthermost parts of the earth. These biess- 
ings will come in time, but before they 
come there must be more self-denial, more 
economy, more thrift and even stricter co- 
relation of international effort to overcome 
the losses that will become more disas- 
trously apparent when the flood of gold that 
has floated the war has been suddenly shut 
off. 

Labor will not be so much in demand as 
it has been while so many of the youngest 
and strongest and most capable were with- 
drawn from civil life; the effects of train- 
ing millions of women to do men’s work 
will react with terrific force. Wages will 
not be easily maintained at the present 
standard. The many half-starved commu- 
nities of Central Europe will demand with 
justice their fair share of the earth's prod- 
uce now denied them by a blockaded 
ocean—and with peace and the removal of 
all embargoes the ex*ra strain on the pres- 
ent short food supply of the world must be 
provided for. For a time economists may 
have to face the first peace prob'em of ad-

justing a lower wage to a higher food 
market. 

For the last three years the world has 
acted like a man who spends his capital 
lavishly on every form of wanton and prof- 
itiess indulgence. Not only has it been 
living on its capital, but also employing 
that capital to ruin, as far as possible, any 
speedy hopes of re-establishing its fortunes. 

When the dissolute spendthrift returns to 
his sober senses and starts seriously to put 
his house in order again he is about for a 
while to suffer far more than he has suf- 
fered already in his days of mad delirium. 
The dawn of peace for the world wil] be 
the cold gray dawn of the morning after— 
and that dawn must be faced squarely ere 
the midday sun of prosperity again illu- 
mines this wholesome, happy earth as it 
did before the human race started to flirt 
with death and to dance with destruction. 

But peace must come first and the reac- 
tion must be borne bravely. No true pros- 
perity can be based on any other principle. 
The spurious prosperity of the last three 
years of war must be met; the lavish and 
indiscriminate expenditure must be paid 
back in full. This will be the first work 
ahead of the true prosperity that will once 
more creep like a ray of sunshine from be- 
hind a black cloud over the face of the 
earth. And until that repayment has been 
effected men and women must be strong to 
bear the first effects of peace and restitu- 
tion. 


HRINKAGE IN VALUB OF CAPITAL 

The wages of labor, even before the 
European war, increased gradually every 
year, while the return to capital grew 
smaller and smaller. It is not so many 
years since 15 per cent. was the bank rate 
of discount in interior California, and the 
savings banks allowed their depositors 6 
per cent. and loaned money on real estate 
security at 10 per cent. we 

In the middie of the last century the 
wages of a machinist in a shop in Boston, 
for instance, were $1.25 a day. He went 
to work at 5 in the morning and worked till 
7:30 at night, with an hour for breakfast 
and three-quarters for dinner. It was sev- 
eral years before he obtained eleven hours 
a day and it was many years before the 
working day was reduced to ten hours. Now 
the skilled workman gets $5 and $6 for 
eight hours’ work. 

The explanation of this economic phe- 
nomenon is obvious, and that is, says David 
A. Wells, “regarding labor and capital as 
commodities, or better, as instrumentalities 
employed in the work of production and dis- 
tribution, capital has become relatively 
more abundant than labor and has accumu- 
lated faster than it can be profitably in- 
vested; and, in accordance with the law of 
supply and demand, the compensation for 
its use—interest or profite—has necessar!ly 
declined in comparison with the compensa- 
tion paid to labor.” 

One of the reasons why capita) has in- 
creased and cheapened is that mankind, 
through a larger knowledge and better use 
of the forces of nature, has been enabled 
to produce, and actually has produced, a 
far greater abundance of almost all materia! 
things (which includes a greater abundance 
of capital) with the same effort than at any 
former period of history. 7 

Capital, at the outset, greatly contribu- 
ted to such a development, or, like the wir- 
ard in the eastern fable, it pronounced the 
incantation which set the natural forces at 
work; but the wonderful Increase and con- 
sequent impairment in the value of capital 
was an after result, something not antict- 
| pated, and the continued progress of which — 
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the owners of capital, like the enchanter, 
found themselves powerless to check. 

One efficient cause of this greater abun- 
dance of capital is that every new inven- 
tion or discovery produces always as much 
as, and often a much greater amount, of 
product on a less amount of capital than 
was previously Invested. The result of ma- 
terial progress is, therefore, to both supple- 
ment the need or economize the use of cap- 
ital and at the same time increase It. 

Again, as capital increases and competi- 
tion between its owners for its profitable 
investment becomes more intense, and as 
modern methods can bring all the unem- 
ployed capital of the world within a few 
hours of the world’s great centers for finan- 
cial supply, the rate of profit or interest to 
be obtained by the investor or lender, from 
this cause, also necessarily tends to shrink 
toward a minimum. Such a minimum will 
be reached when the returns for the use of 


capital become insufficient to induce indl- 


viduals to save it, especially in the form of 
its representative, money, and thus add to 
the available reserves by which expanding 
industries can be supported. And to such a 
minimum the financial world seems to be 
always moving by the force of laws which 
no combination of capitalists can resist. 


HE GREATEST GIFT. 
There is a tendency on the part of 
a great many ignorant and malicious per. 
sons to belittle rich men who, instead of 


scattering their money broadcast among the’ 


deserving and undeserving poor, prefer to 
donate a portion of their wealth toward the 
erection and maintenance of public libra- 
ries. Yet, in epite of the opinions of those 
individuals whose judement and sentiments 
are warped by envy and hatred, it is a very 
serious question whether br not a rich man 
could more wisely spend a million dollars 
in the interest of society at large than in 
the donation of libraries. Perhaps the 
greatest need, if not the strongest desire, of 
the average man is to be able to forget him- 
self. It is possible for men to forget them- 


- pelves, temporarily, in the pleasures of the 


senses or by putting the senses to sleep 
through artificial means, but such methods 
are invariably followed by painful reaction, 
leaving a host of haunting memories and 
gloomy regrets. There are two legitimate 
means of attaining self-forgetfulness that 
leave no sting in their wake. One way is 
through voluntary service to one's fellow- 
men and the other !s through the medium 
of earnest study. The library is the one 
great school to which all members of s0- 
ciety of every age, race and color are al- 
ways welcome, the institution which, ex- 
cepting perhaps the public school, brings 
most life, Jight and joy to rich and poor 
alike and which stands as the grandest 
symbol of free government. To this great 
school & man may go and acquaint himself 
with all the experiences of man’s past ex- 
istence, bury himself in the life and thought 
of the present, or dream of a glorious des- 
tiny for the human race. There is one 
debt of gratitude which the thinking man 
always feels that it would be impossible 
for him to repay, and that is the debt he 
owes to the man who gives or loans him a 
good book. How great, then, is the debt 
of society to him who, regardless of his mo- 
tive, places thousands of good books into 
the hands of those whose minds are awak- 
ened to the glory of Knowledge and the 
necessity of wisdom?

Go to, Thou Ant. 

Some of our four and six-footed 
friends and enemies hate to leave 
our beloved State almost as madly 
as we do. I have entreated several 
colonies of red ants out my way to 
go to Gehenna and have started 
many of them on the journey, but 
one and all seom to prefer to stay 
right on the job. 

Since I have begun to complain 
of the attentions showered upon me 
by the ants many friends have un- 
folded their own experiences and 
have made suggestions of various 
kinds as to their possible banish- 
ment. Some of these hints have al- 
ready been referred to and the 
methods ranged all the way from 
soothsaying to silent prayer. 

Most of my correspondents admit 
that they, too, have been over- 
whelmed by ant visitors and their 
hospitality has been strained.

this last bequest, states, however, 
that this is done in assurance that 
Mr. Stewart “will carry out my pur- 
poses, of which he is well informed, 
but not intending in any respect to 
limit his legal right thereto.

myself.” 

This understanding, according to 
the bills tiled, was an agreement be- 
tween thd two meh that, after mak- 
ing provision in their willis for their 
respective wives, the estate of either 
man was to be left in trust to the 
other for the benefit of his, the tes- 
tator’s, children. 

Mrs. Love in the suit filed for her- 
self asserts that upon the death of 
Mr. Clark, which occurred when she 
was twenty-five years old, she placed 
implicit confidence in Mr. Stewart. 
He in turn is said to have shown 
great solicitude for her comfort and 
welfare, and frequently assured her 
that her interests would be looked 
after carefully by him. 

Mr. Stewart, however, is alleged 
to have kept Mrs. Love in ignorance 
of the value of her husband's estate, 
never furnishing her with an ac- 
count of his accounts as executor 


and trustee, and it was. not until 
last August, she says, that she 
learned the provisions of Mr. 


Clark’s will. 
Through her husband, Mrs. Love 


made this statement at their Pasa- 
dana home yesterday: 

“Mr, Clark and Mr. Stewart were 
equal partners in a corporation 
which manufactured motor speed- 
ometers. Mr. Clark in his. will 
named Mr. Stewart as executor of 
the estate without bond. I have not 
had a proper accounting, and feel 
that at least $1,500,000 has been 
wrongfully kept from me.”

They placed several ar- 
ticles on the market, but maraed 
success came with the manufacture 
of a. speedometer which its widely 
used on motor cars. It is said that 
at one time $0 per cent. of the mo- 
tor cars in use in the United States 
were equipped with their devices. 
The corporation is now capitalized 
at $11,000,000. |

Two Sets of Foster Parents in 
Triangular Dispute. | 


The legal battle raging in the 


little Alma Thorington between two 
sets of foster parents, both of Los 
Angeles, grew more complicated 
yesterday, when another claim for 
the child was filed by a third party, 
R. F. Ingalls, a contractor of Law- 
rence, Kan. 

It was in the Ingalls home that 
Alma was found recently by detec- 
tives in the employ of Felix L. Good 
of No. 1274 East Fifty-seventh 
Street, this city, who claims that he 
adopted the baby in the courts here 
in 1913, after she had been ad- 
judged an abandoned child. Mr. 
Good declares Alma was kidnaped 
in 1914 from in front of his home 
through the agency of her mother. 
Alma Thorington, or through Mrs. 
A. ©. Raphael of No. 4817 South 
Gramercy place, little Alma’s great- 
“wun. and that they placed the girl 
in the Kansas home. 

When Mr. Good found the child 
efter a search of three years, he at 
once commenced a habeas corpus 
suit for her possession. But the 
Raphaels appeared, filed a ‘demur- 
rer, claiming that the adoption by 
Mr. Good in Los Angeles was void 
and that they themselves had legal- 
ly adopted the child in the Kansas 
courts. ‘The blood mother of tho 
girl is siding the Raphaels in their 
fight for her.

OLLEGE BOY JUST 
ESCAPES PRISON. 


MUST SERVE LONG PROBATION 
FOR INJURING GIRL. 


Judge, in Pronouncing Sentence, 
Scores Son of Physician Un- 
mercifully, Reminds Him of His 
Superibr Advantages and Imposes 
Necessity for Exemplary Life. 


Walter E. Colburn has escaped 
the penitentiary by a hair's breadth. 
Judge McCormick scored him un- 
mercifully and imposed a five-year 
probationary sentence of exceeding 
severity on the young medical stu- 
dent, who was recently covicted of 
a stautory offense against 15,-year- 
old Phyllis Tigner of West Thirty- 
sixth street. 

Colburn is the son of a well-to-do 
Riverside physician. The youth has 
never in his life had to want for 
anything. The judge called his at- 
tention to the fact that he had lived 
in luxury and ease while countless 
other youths were toiling for a live- 
liheod and never had his advantages.

The habeas cor-;that at 14 years the lad was owner 


of a paying dairy businees. His fa- 
ther kad given him two cows, and 
with the profits from these and on 
some borrowed money he bought six 
other cows and hired help. Several 
years later he sold out at a good 
profit. 

At the age of 20 he was just fin- 
ishing his medical course at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California when 
he got into the present trouble.

FEWEST STRIKEOUTS. 


DOPE SHOWS 
AND 


But Nevertheless the Teams at 
the Top in the Pennant Race are 
Those Whose Batters Manage to 
Evade Three-strike “ Retirement 
Route and Draw Most Walks. 


Strikeouts and bases on balls are 
having a lot to do with the winning 
of the 1917 Coast League pennant— | 
that is, they are figuring prominent- 
ly*on the batters’ end, but are not 
cutting so much figure from the 
viewpoint of pitching. 
clubs whose batters have struck out 
the fewest times are in the first dl- 
vision today, and the clubs in the 


second division are those that have 
furnished the most strikeout vic- 
tims for opposing pitchers, 
Similarly the clubs whose batters 
have drawn the most bases on balls 
are the clubs in the first division, 
and the three clubs in the second 
division have shown the least ability 
in drawing passes. 
From the pitching end, however, 
it is different. Of the seven lead- 
ing strikeout 
second-division 
(Chief Johnson, now with the Seals, 
is counted as one of these four, as 
he has spent most of the season 
with a second-division club.) 
the seven pitchers who have issued 
the most walks, however, six are of 
firat-dfvision clubs. 
So there is the paradox of the 
dope sheet—the clubs up around 
the top in the pennant race are 
those whose batters etrike out the 
fewest times and who draw the 
most walks—and those same clubs 
stay up there around the top de- 
ite the fact that their pitchers 
rike out fewer opponents and 
walk more men than the pitchers of
